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4. (Amended) The method of Claim 1, wherein d e v e loping th e r e cording basis generating 
a song includes at ■ l e as t- on e- of - frl v rioal or instrumental oompooitional oroation either transposing 
or arranging a second requested song based upon a first requested song differing in at leas? one 
of requested genre, point of view, instrumental choice and tempo . 

5. (Amended) The method of Claim 44, wherein either transposing/ or arranging the 
recording includes either transposing/ or arranging at least one of a desired genre, a point of 
view, an instrument choice and a tempo according_to a rule , 

6. (Original) The method of Claim 1, wherein distributing the recording includes 
\^ distributing to at least one of a distribution center or the individual requestor. 

( ] 7. (Original) The method of Claim 1, wherein receiving a request includes receiving 

^ requests via at least one of a person-to-person communication, direct mailing, Internet-based 

interaction, telephonic or facsimile communication. 

8. (Amended) The method of Claim 1, wherein recording generating a song fe feer 
includes recording to at l e aat one of a on optioal or magn e tic r ecording medium, wherein tho at 
l e ast one of an optica l or magnetic r ecording medium includes at least one of a compact disc, a 
mini-compact disc, an audio cassette, a record, a mp3 file a memory device on server, a flash 
memory card, a hard drive, and o^nligital or analog recording device. 

9. (Amended) A system for providing p ersonalized rooording songs , d e v e lopm e nt and 
d e livery d e vic e, comprising: 

a request acquisition center configured to receive a structured r equest for a personalized 
r e cording song; 

a recording development center configured to dovolop generate the personalized song 
according to the received structured request r e cording : 

a recording reproduction center configured to store the generated song on a recording 
medium transpose/arrange and reproduc e the pomonaligod recording ; and 

a recording distribution center configured to distribute the personalized song r e cording , 

10. (Amended) The device of Claim 9, wherein the request acquisition center is a roooiving 
unit for p e rforming for receiving the structured request by means of at least one of person-to- 
person communication, direct mailing, Internet-based interaction, or telephonic or facsimile 
communication. 
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11. (Amended) The device of Claim 9, wherein the recording development center is further 
configured to generate a plurality of personalized songs according to a received structured 
request a lyrical and instrum e ntal d e v e lopm e nt s y s tem . 

12. (Original) The device of Claim 9, wherein the recording reproduction center is an 
analog or digital recording system. 

13. (Amended) The device of Claim 9, wherein the recording reproduction center records 
\ to a_ optioal or magnetic recording medium, including compact disc, mini-compact disc, 

audiocassette, record, mp3 file, or digital or analog recording device. 

14. (Amended) The device of Claim 9, wherein the recording distribution center is 
configured to distribute the personalized song over a network a -s y s t e m for di s tributing via a 
diotribution c e nt e r or to an ind i vidual roquoGtor . 

15. (Amended) A method of producing personalized recordings, comprising: 

a. generating m afirsLoriginal recording song for a specific selected o ccasion in a opooifio 
first genr e, point of view, and tempo combination; 

b. storing the sp e cific recording first original song in a recording database; 

c. transposing/arranging the opooific r e cording first original song according to a second 
plurality of other genre , point of view, and tempo combinations to generate a second original 
song : 

d. storing the plurality of transpo s ed/arranged sp e cific r e cordia gs the second original song 
in the recording database; 

& — changing tho point of view of tho original r e cording into - a plurality of other recordings 
having other pointo of viow; 

£ — tronsposmg/ arranging tho chang e d point of viow r e cordings to a plurality of oth e r g e nr e 
and t e mpo combinations; 

g. storing tho changed point of viow recordings in th e recording database; 

h. ropoating s t e p s e g for oth e r points of viow from a list of point s of viow ; and 

i. making the stored songs available for purchase. 

16. (Amended) The method of Claim 15, wherein the genre, point of view, and tempo 
combination includes a g enre that is at least one of a new and old country, rock, blues, hip-hop, 
salsa, jazz, opera, soul, pop, easy listening, romance, swing, Latin, orchestral, adult 
contemporary, comedy, religious/gospel, or blues. 
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17. (Amended) The method of Claim 15, wherein making the stored songs available for 
purchase comprises receiving requests bv means of ¥*a-at least one of a person-to-person 
communication, direct mailing, Internet-based interaction, telephonic or facsimile 
communication. 

18. (Amended) The method of Claim 15, wherein making the stored songs available for 
purchase comprises offering the songs for sale and delivery p laoing - ono of tho otorod rooordinga 
on a mu e ioal medium and ooupling - th e musical m e dium w ith at least one of a greeting card, an 
invitation, or announcement. 

19. (Amended) A p e rsonalized recording system for selling personalized songs. 
comprising: 

a. a means for receiving a request for a personalized r e cording song jor a apooifio specifying 
anoccasion, anoint of view, i a-a first sp e cific genre t and aJusttempo; 

b. a means for generating the personalized song r e cording from according to the request; 

c. a means for storing the personalized recording song t o a database; 

d. a means for transposing/arranging the personalized rooording song into ether at least one 
of a second e enres-and a second t empos: 

e. a means for storing the transposed/arranged reoordingo song to the database? 

f. a memo for changing tho point of vi e w of th e original rooording; 

g. a moono for transposing/arranging tho ori g inal rooording into a plurality of oth e r points -ef 
view j 

h. a m e ans for storing tho transposed/arrang e d point of view recordings - to tho database; 
— a moonG for rep e ating e- g for other points of vi e w from a list of points of - vio w; and 

j . a means for making the stored r -e cordings songs available for purchase. 

20. (Original) The system of Claim 19, wherein the genre is at least one of a new and old 
country, rock, blues, hip-hop, salsa, jazz, opera, soul, pop, easy listening, romance, swing, Latin, 
orchestral, adult contemporary, comedy, religious/gospel, or blues. 

21. (Amended) The system of Claim 19, wherein the means for making the stored songs 
available for purchase comprises a means for receiving requests via bv means of at least one of a 
person-to-person communication, direct mailing, Internet-based interaction, or telephonic or 
facsimile communication. 
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22. (Amended) The system of Claim 19, wherein the means for making the stored songs 
available for purchase comprises: 

a. a means for placing one of the stored recordings on a recording medium; and 

b. a means for offering the songs for sale and delivery of the musical medium with at 
least one of a greeting card, an invitation, or an announcement. 

23. (Amended) A method of commercially producing personalize d, songs r e cording s, 
comprising; 

receiving a request for a personalized song fee ordin g . the request including a designated 
recipient and at least one of a first specified genre, first point of view, first instrumental choice, 
and first tempo; 

generating a song dovoloping - a rooording basis i n according to oomplionco with the request, 
including g e nr e , point of viow, instrum e ntal ohoioo and tompo ; 

recording th e recor ding song b asis to moot the roquoot roquiromonts on a storage medium: 

transposing/arranging the rooording song i nto additional rooordingfl including by altering at 
least one of t he genre, point of view, instrumental choice and tempo of tho rooording the 
generated song to nroduoo a plurality of r e oordinea from the initial request : 

recording the transposed/arranged song on the storage mediu m Qtorine all r e corda in muoio 
databas e; and 

distributing the recordings recorded songs either to the designated recipient a sp e otfi e 
purohaGor or to a distribution oontor ,

28. (New). The device of Claim 9, wherein the recording distribution center is configured 
to distribute the recorded personalized song by physical delivery. 

29. (New) The device of Claim 9, wherein the request for a personalized song including 
designating at least one of a musical genre, a point of view, an instrumental choice, tempo and a 
recipient. 

30. (New) The device of Claim 29, wherein the requests for a personalized song including 
designating a plurality of musical genres, a plurality of points of view, an plurality of 
instrumental choices, or a plurality of tempos. 

3 1 . (New) The method of Claim 23 , wherein 
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receiving a request further includes receiving at least one of a second specified genre, second 
/S point of view, second instrumental choice, and second tempo; and 



transposing/arranging is according to the received request 
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
